of w ater actually absorbed 
in 
this field. 
This added 2 to 7 inches varied 
this much due to the w ater spread­ 
ing system being incompleted since 
most of the w ater was caught and 
held in the lower 5 terraces. The 
m anner in which the w ater is to 
be spread is shown in the 
dia­ 
gram of the terraced field. The 
450 acres pasture land drains on­ 
to the Diversion terraces which 
carries the w ater into a flat on 
the pasture. One third is picked 
up in a ditch at the end of the di­ 
version terrace and carried the 
full length of three terraces. This 
is repeated twice more. Of the 5 
inch rain a total of 1,350 acre in­ 
ches ran off the pasture on the 
field. With the spreader system 
complete less than 
1-5 of this 
w ater would have been lost. As it 
was, approxim ately 1-3 was lost 
off the field. This system will hold 
on the average, some 30-60 per 
cent of all outside run off water. 
To find out how much water 
ran off this pasture on the field 
and how much water was held 
on the feild Monagin made nu­ 
merous checks which follow: Wat­ 
er was running over IOO yards 
wide and 24 inches deep at the 
deepest points at the outlet end 
of the Diversion terrace. It pene­ 
trated 12 to 14 inches deep on 
the poor range condition pasture 
indicating 2 inches absorbed. On 
good cover pasture it penetrated 
2 1 to 3( inches deep while on oth­ 
er pastures of the same soil as 
the field it only penetrated 6 i t ­ 
ches deep. 
In the field it penetrated 12 to 
72 and more inches deep. This is 
6 to 12 inches or more absorbed 
as in this soil one inch will pene­ 
trate some 6 inches deep. 
Maximum using and re-using of 
all available ramfaii is one of 
the many 
conservation 
practices 
used on this land for its prop­ 
er treatment. Others are contour 
cultivation, crop rotation, apply­ 
ing phosphate, planting of Hu- 
bam clover on a trial basis a id 
the application of all available 
crop residues to keep up the phy­ 
sical condition of the soil. This 
complete conservation program of 
proper land use is one of the 
prime objectives of the Supervis­ 
ors of 
the 
Nueces-Fno-Sabinal 
Soil Conservation District. Many 
other examples will be forthcom­ 
ing, reducing the gamble of farm ­ 
ing.

Terracing Holds, Then Diverts A s 
Erosion And Waste Is Stemmed 


Medina County landowners will 
be faced in a few weeks with an 
election for the establishm ent of 
a soil conservation 
district, 
an 
election in which a full two thirds 
of the land owners and adult mem­ 
bers of their families must vote 
in favor if the district is to go 
through. 
If such a district is established, 
depending largely on results of 
the election, county farm ers and 
ranchers will work up the pro­ 
gram themselves and 
apply 
it 
themselves, with the most import­ 
ant and most necessary p r o b le m s 
being taken up first. 
One 
im portant phase of the 
program will be the m atter of 
terracing to prevent erosion and 
to get the most out of what w at­ 
er falls. In Medina County, C. M, 
M erritt, County Agent, estim ates 
th at nearly 85 per cent of eroded 
farm s, or farms with slopes that 
are terraceable, are already prac­ 
ticing this method with varying 
degrees of effectiveness. Many are 
in doubt as to the value of te r­ 


racing besides the 15 per cent or 
more who do not practice it, and 
for the benefit of all Medina Coun­ 
ty farm ers The Anvil Herald has 
obtained the following material, 
with illustration, f rom the Uval­ 
de Leader-News, showing in ac­ 
tual figures the effect of terrac­ 
ing that is planned and controlled:

acres was diverted on 175 acres 
of the 250 acre field shown in 
the diagram.

The Soil Conservation Service, on 
the other hand, goes into the farm- 
1 ; fields, studies his croplands and 
pastures, and shows him how he can 
farm to better advantage and with 
less loss of top-soil. There has been

Hie Soil Conservation Service

On the eve of the last session, the 
lady from M assachusetts m ade a 
last d esp erate plea. 
“ I do not know how the m em ­ 
bers can go back and I do not 
know how I can go back,” she 
cried, “ and tell the veterans 
. . . 
‘No, 
the 
congress 
has 
passed m illions and m illions of 
dollars 
for 
relief 
to 
foreign 
countries and never counted the 
cost but we are not passing leg­ 
islation for the veterans be­ 
cause of the cost.’ . . . I believe 
the leadership will bring up 
those bills for setion tomorrow. 
I still have faith. I de not believe 
that faith will be betrayed.”

Indeed, 
cert.')in 
Democratic directors pri­ 
vately say Mr. Truman wall con­ 
sider that “the right time," and he 
then will offer "the right kind.” 
This is as sure as things politic go, 
because next year they will all have 
to run for reelection. Therefore the 
Republicans 
and 
Democrats 
are 
likely to battle each other to see 
who wall give the taxpayer more 
consideration. 
The Republicans should win 
because 
they 
then wall 
have 
more pressure on their side for 
votes unless there is another 
war «eare (real or quasi real). 
Treasury 
receipts 
should 
be 
higher, from the higher dollar 
volume of business, and more 
economies in government oper­ 
ation certainly will be worked 
out from the current high of 35 
billion dollars peacetime appro* 
priations 
authorized 
by 
con­ 
gress for the fiscal year to next 
July I. 
The union reform law will be sub­ 
ject to revisions and corrections. 
Senate Policy Director Taft men­ 
tioned the m atter only once, as I re- 
; call, but all the leaders consider the 
bill to be only an initial sli p begin­ 
ning their effort to solve the situa- 
j tion. From experience with the new 
I law' and the current congressional 
, study will come the final perm a­ 
nent formula of the future for gov- 
ernment-union relations. 


WON’T SAVE MI C H. 
The 
army-navy 
unification 
bill 
which was passed was largely a 
coordination bill, despite its title. It 
will not save as much money or in­ 
crease efficiency as much as the 
genuine unification recommended in 
early studies, and advocated by ad­ 
vanced military thinkers since the 
days of Billy Mitchell. Yet it is 
something. 
Creation by this congress of the 
new' 
nati na! 
science 
foundation 
wras a m ajor step intended to wrest 
that field from political control in 
this atomic era. Pure scientific re­ 
search and fellowships for students 
of .science were provided. 
The porta 1-to-portal bill was 
the first major Republican leg­ 
islation 
of 
the 
session, 
and 
economists noted that since it 
passed in the spring, business 
continued to rise. Certain busi­ 
ness authorities think business 
hope was first rekindled by this 
denial of another six billion dol­ 
lars of back non-working pay 
which the unions sought in the 
courts. 
The appropriations of more than 
r billion for foreign aid certainly 
will be enough beyond January I in 
the estimation apparently of every- 
; one. By that time the Republicans 
are likely to develop an aid pro- 
I gram of their own out of the studies 
I by 
congressional 
com m ittees 
au­ 
thorized for the recess. The Repub­ 
licans also have authorized recess 
Investigations of housing and prices. 
The basic political defects in their 
rent decontrol legislation are being* 
traced by some experts to the sam e 
cause as their failure to economize,

! power, and therefore not fully ac­ 
quainted wdth the tricks of the trade 
which the New Deal had developed. 


I KILLED HOUSING BILL. 
Yet congress resisted the Taft-El- 
lender-Wagner housing bill, w'hich 
would have liberalized loans and 
also public housing for sub-standard 
fam ilies, and this will be the sub­ 
ject of tile recess investigation, with 
I a bill in prospect for next session. 
Also failing this time were social­ 
ized medicine, expansion of social 
security and federal aid to educa­ 
tion. 
Something 
certainly 
will be 
done as between the adminis­ 
tration plan for a payroll tax to 
furnish 
medical 
aid 
and the 
Taft plan for large federal ap­ 
propriations to the states for 
medical aid. The movement to 
liberalize social security next 
session, however, is likely to be 
• 
complicated still further by the 
increasing 
number of private 
welfare plans. Federal aid to 
education will continue to be 
I 
faced with religious objections. 
The universal military training 
program to draft young men for 
a year in the armed services is 
j 
likely to fail next session also, 
unless the military shows a gen­ 
uine need for the men. or a war 
scare develops a need. 
So all in all, the Republicans did 
I rather 
well. 
Their 
first 
half-a- 
chance at national leadership in 15 
I years developed finally, of course, 
into what has been called "govern* 
mcnt by a two-thirds majority." 
Democratic presidential oppo- 
* 
aition forced them to acquire 
two-thirds 
of congress to do 
{ 
anything important about the 
major problems such as unions 
and taxes. But when you add up 
the complete score of the first 
session of their 80th congress, 
yon will find the early spring 
dissatisfaction with their delays 
proved to bd unjustified and 
they finished with genuine ae- 
eomnUsHments.

Story Of A Lawbreaker 


Afraid of the dark? You should he. for your ow 
safety 
Brass-Hattism 


C urrently there are a lot of reports that Am erican 
so ld ie r in italy are being m istreated and harshly ruled 
by the commanding general of that area. 
It seems that they are being required to salute 
officers when they meet them, and one recent case 
is said to be that of white soldiers who failed to salute 
Negro officers. 
There is one thing about it that all the uproar 
overlooks. When General John C. H. Lee makes the 
CII salute, he is only doing what the Arm y Regulations 
say he will do. They don't say that the GI will salute 
if he isn’t tired of saluting. The A rm y's law merely 
says “ salute.” And the A rm y’s law even goes to the 
point of prescribing exactly the angle at which the 
cap will be worn. It tells you the tem p eratu re it which 
you will keep the w ater in which the mess kits are 
dipped. 
A g reat deal of w hat we used to call “ chicken” is 
p a n of the arm y law. It is never noticed by the a n l ­ 
age GI until some lieutenant is told by a captain who 
is told by some m ajor who heard it from a lieutenant

The secretary of war got it from the president, who 
wondered why it was that so many soldiers were sun­ 
ning around with sloppy looking uniform s. 
So now Lt. Gen. Lee is going through the wringer, 
and will probably* exercise his right to retire in a tew 
months. But before you decide that an investigation 
of General Lee will stop the “ chicken,” rem em ber that 
ever since Caesar, the brass has been taking care of 
the brass, and that Arm y Rules were ju s t about the 
same when the Persians scratched them into stone 
tablets as they ar© today when printed up in little 
booklets. 
T here’s an easy* way to get rid of the “ chicken. 
Get rid of war, for good. 
And the way things look sometimes, the only way 
to get rid of war is to start another one, kill every­ 
body in the world and tu rn it back to the oysters and 
deep sea fish. 
They will probably live through it.

Many of the latter hazardous elem ents can 
eliminated by proper traffic engineering and impi 
cd lighting of streets and directional signs, t v 
com munity in the country should do all withi;

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But the most im portant remedy for the tragic 
annual toll of night accidents, and the re s p o n s ib ly

She provided worms to nuild 
new soil and fill the old with count­ 
less little tunnels to adm it air and 
hold the rain. w ater and carry it deep. 
To save w hat is left of our heritage, 
we must imm ediately stop the prac­ 
tices th a t have rui-ed so many mill­ 
ions of acres and go back to the 
safeguards of nature. 
We can m easure our succes , if 
any, by the slowly clearing w ater in 
our stream s.’’
